MILK FOR CHEESE MUST PASTEURIZED 


June 12th the Legislature special session, 
passed the following bill (A. 45) which now ready 
for the Governor’s 


act add Section 540 and amend 547 
the Agricultural Code, relating cheese, declaring 
the urgency this act, take effect immediately. 


The people the State California enact 
follows: 


Section Section 540 added Article Chap- 
ter Division the Agricultural Code, read 

540. All cheese sold California the retail trade 
shall pasteurized manufactured from cream, milk, 
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skim milk which has been pasteurized, except cheese 
which has been allowed ripen cure for minimum 
period days from date manufacture. 

Sec. 547 the Agricultural Code 
amended 

547. All cheese sold California, except that 
defined Section 542, must labeled the factory 
where manufactured indicate the variety, and 
different grades, the grade, whether whole milk, part 
skim, skim, the factory number, State origin, and 
date upon which the cheese was manufactured. Cheese 
manufactured any State where factory numbers are 
not assigned shall labeled with the name and address 
the plant where manufactured. unlawful 
expose for sale any part skim cheese, skim cheese 
unless there attached the outside every vessel, 
ean, package, cheese, piece cheese exposed, 
sold, tag legibly bearing black letters least one 
inch height the words part skim cheese’’ ‘‘skim 
cheese’’ the case may be. All part skim skim 
cheddar granular cheese shall labeled indicate 
the grade its entire outer edge manner specified 
the rules and regulations promulgated the direc- 
tor and all such cheese shall made the shape and 
size specified the director. 

All other varieties part skim skim cheese shall 
labeled indicate the grade such manner 
outlined the rules and regulations promulgated 
the director. The provisions Section 470 this 
code shall not apply cheese manufactured 
essed foreign countries. 

Sec. This act hereby declared urgency 
measure necessary for the immediate preservation 
the peace, health and safety, within the meaning 
State California, and such shall take effect imme- 
diately. The following statement the facts 
constituting such necessity 

Cheese, unless pasteurized cured for minimum 
specified period, capable retaining and transmit- 
ting pathogenic organisms. order prevent com- 
municable diseases from such rectifying legis- 
lation necessary immediately require for all 
varieties cheese either pasteurization specified 
curing period and system labeling insure iden- 
tity the product involved. 


LABOR UNIONS SUPPORT PUBLIC HEALTH 


The Northern California Union Health Committee 
has established permanent quarters San Francisco 
and has instituted activities develop resolutions 
adopted the Bay Area Union Health Conference 
held San Francisco last January. These resolu- 
tions are the product the united efforts 
and independent union delegates with representa- 
tives public health agencies and unofficial agencies 
such the California Tuberculosis Association, Cali- 
fornia Heart Association, Nutrition Council and 
Social Hygiene Association. 
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One these activities, developed early May, 
centered meeting with Dr. Geiger, Director 
the San Francisco Department Health, with 
large group representing culinary unions, restaurant 
owners, civie club health sections, which com- 
mittee was set make spot survey sanitary 
conditions restaurants. 

Cooks’ Union No. 44, which sponsored the 
move originally, will have representative paid 
the Union for full-time work this survey until 
“the job done and the kitchens are cleaned up.” 
Dr. Geiger has assigned inspector work full- 
time the project with the representative the 
culinary union. Members the committee who will 
accompany the inspectors the survey are repre- 
sentatives the San Francisco Center the League 
Women Voters, and the Advisory Board the 
Northern California Union Health Committee. Two 
representative restaurant owners will also serve 
members the committee. The survey will cover 
size, ventilation, temperature and cleanliness 
kitchens, facilities for food storage display and han- 
dling, garbage control, and rodent control, 
methods dish washing, laundry supply, facilities 
provided for employees wash rooms and toilets 
and many other factors concerned with routine sani- 
tation. 

Another committee has made preliminary arrange- 
ments for finding tuberculosis and syphilis 
survey among members the San Francisco water- 
front unions. Representatives the Longshoremen’s 
Union, Warehousemen’s Union, Ships’ Clerks Union, 
Ships’ Sealers and Painters, National Maritime Union, 
and Marine Cooks and Stewards, are active in- the 
project. 

Other groups are studying the use sodium fluoride 
the processing steel open hearth pits 
public health hazard. Surveys are underway 
the extent such hazards and methods 
‘of elimination. 


CALIFORNIA HEALTH DEPARTMENTS 
WIN HONORS 


San Jose and Pasadena have been granted awards 
the National Health Honor Roll for 1943, the only 
two California cities out the United States 
that received honors this contest. The health de- 
partments Los Angeles County and Santa Bar- 
bara won similar honors among the counties. There 
were counties the United States that received 
honors this contest.

TRINITY COUNTY CHILDREN EXAMINED

300 children school age, 222 were given medical 
examinations the schools the county. Ninety- 
seven parents attended the conferences. Children 
were selected for examination teachers the basis 
known individual health problems. these chil- 
dren, 175 were vaccinated against smallpox and 
received immunizations against diphtheria. the 
same time infants and children preschool age 
were given medical examinations and immunized. 

The group from the department participated 
health educational activities and demonstrations 
the schools, and took part panel discussion 
meeting the Parent-Teachers Association and Rotary 
Club. 


CLINICS FOR HARD-OF-HEARING CHILDREN 


Under program recently inaugurated, diagnostic 
for hard-of-hearing children were held Santa 
Barbara and Tulare counties during May. Children 
were given careful examinations qualified otologists, 
diagnoses made and recommendations given for future 
treatment.

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HYDROFLUORIC ACID MIST FROM 
ALUMINUM CLEANING 


recognized that, with the resumption peace- 
time conditions there will greatly increased use 
aluminum the fabrication such materials 
lockers, filing cases, metal furniture, and other prod- 
ucts that will doubtless fabricated means spot 
welding. Since aluminum spot welded must have 
chemically clean surface, the most effective means 
producing such surface through the use hydro- 
acid.

Stray dogs Kern County are being picked and 
destroyed and many dogs are vaccinated. Burbank, 
Los Angeles County enforcing control measures 
with good results. Many loose dogs are seen Mon- 
terey County where several cases animal rabies were 
reported the area under quarantine. Arrange- 
ments have been made for the more rigid enforcement 
the State quarantine now effective this area.

RODENT CONTROL GARBAGE DUMPS

IMPORTED BRANDIES ARE QUARANTINED 


routine inspection the premises Los 
Angeles wholesale liquor dealer, particles glass were 
discovered bottle imported brandy. Upon 
examination other brands was found that prac- 
tically all imported Portuguese brandies and several 
Spanish origin were contaminated. After two 
weeks intensive activities, imported brandy valued 
$6,000,000 and involving more than brands was 
placed under quarantine. Every dealer, broker, liquor 
wholesale dealer importer, well large retail 
outlets, were advised remove the contaminated 
liquors from their stocks. The greater quantities 
these products are still under bond warehouses 
awaiting duty and tax payment. 

Under normal conditions imported brandies would 
shipped this Country bulk and bottled here, 
but the present glass shortage has led the importation 
the bottled product. would appear, however, 
that the shortage many chemicals Europe will 
probably hinder the production suitable glass con- 
tainers until the war ended. 

presumed that the contamination the product 
due the production defective bottles, the 
improper blowing cleaning bottles prior filling, 
improper filling and corking, and lack filtering 
the brandy itself. 

The excessive amount slivers and fragments 
glass, straw, hair, insects and debris made this 
action necessary.
